Good Way to Avoid Perpet­ 
uating Diseases. 


The same crops should not occupy 
the same space in the garden from 
year to year. 
There are several rea­ 
sons for this. 
One of the chief ones 
is to avoid perpetuating disease which 
may have afflicted some of the vege­ 
tables the germs of which may carry 
over in the soil. 
As members of the 
cabbage tribe and the bean and pea 
family suffer from different ailments, 
iheir positions should be switched 
in 
ordi r that any such pests may he

continued. 
A good plan is to reverse last year’s 
plan and then change it hack 
aga.rt 
nex t year, thus furnishing a 
rotation 
of crops, 
if this is not done, at least

Cats and Owls Needed 
to Sav e Dairy Industry 


Olympia, 
Wash.—Hou se cats and 
owls alone can save the dairy Indu s­ 
try of the Northwest becau se field 
mice are eating u p the bu mble bees, 
declares Trevor Kincaid, professor of 
entomology at the state u niversity. 
Du e to a scarcity of cats in the agri­ 
cu ltu ral sections, field mice are very 
nu merou s and bu mble bees nearing ex­ 
tinction. 
Field mice are the enemies 
of bu mble bees and soon rid meadows 
of their hives. 
A few cats arou nd the 
dairy bu ildings and more owls in the 
hedges mean fewer field mice and an 
increase in the big bees. 
Bu mble bees are the greatest nat­ 
u ral aid In the spread of clover and 
alfalfa seeds by aiding In the polleni- 
zatlon of the blossoms. 
The sequ ence is that many cats and 
owls, fewer field mice and more bu m­ 
ble bees resu lt In Increased clover 
yield, fatter cows, greater flow of milk , 
richer cream, deeper yellow In 
the 
bu tter and bank accou nts for the dairy 
herd owners.
